Rather. Tills Is a routine ln — ln preparing 
autopsy reports, to use this kind of drawing, 
and at this stage for them not to be prepared 
precisely? 

Humes. No. No precis* measurements arc 
made. Tliey ere lived as a’., aide memoirs. If 
you v. 111. to the p.itholog.st as ha later writes 
his report. 

More importantly, we feel, that the 
ir.t-cr ur- ■•merits which are noted here at the 
margins of the drawing are the precise meas- 
urements which vs took.

And aa lt passed 
through the skull lt produced a character- 
istic coning, or beveling effect on the inner 
aspect of the skull — which Is scientific evi- 
dence that the wound was made from behind 
and passed forward through the President’s 
skull. . 

Rather. This Is very Important. You say 
the scientific evidence — Is lt conclusive sci- 
entific evidence? 

Humes. Yes, sir. lt la. 

Rather. How many autopsies have you 
performed? 

Humes. I — I would estimate approximate- 
ly or.e thousand. 

Rather. Is there any doubt that the 
wound at the ba*k of the President’s head 
was the entry wound?

Cronkite. So the Chief Pathologist et the 
Kennedy autep.-.y, after re-examining the X- 
rays and photographs, states without the 
slightest qualification that the shots which 
kii'.rd the President c vine from the rear.

Announcer. A C3S News Inquiry: “The 
Y.’arrcn Report” continues. Here again is 
Walter Cronkite. 

Cronkite. In answer to our major ques- 
tion as to whether shots came from a direc- 
tion other than the Book Depository Build- 
ing. Indicating other gunmen and a con- 
spiracy, ve have eye — or ear witnesses In- 
side the btiilding svytng the Ehots came from 
there. Now. Mr. Holland who was on the 
railroad overpass, here. Insists that he heard 
a shot from here. And In Mark lane's bonk. 

"Rush to Judgment." he writes that 33 out 
of DC people who were askfd about the shors 
thought they came from the grassy knoll. 

Now. expert opinions differ. All the ex- 
perts agree that the shots could have come 
from the rear. But where sor.i* experts, such 
as Dr. Ifumes, say bluntiy that they did. 
others— such as Dr. Vcclit — find It high'} - 
unlikely. 

CBS News concludes that the most reason- 
able r.nsvvc' Is that the shots came from t! r 
Eook Depository Building, behind the Presi- 
dent and Governor Connally. But If the shots 
came from, the rear, and If thire were only 
three rf them, can all the wounds be ac- 
counted for? The President was struck a* 
least twice. Governor Connally v/a*- woundid 
ln the cheat, tl c vr'st, and the thigh. Out 
bullet war. recover, d Intact, ns well as two 
large fragments The Warren Commission 
concluded that of the tlnee bullets fired o»s- 
missed entirely, or.e struck the President*!* 
skull and fragmented, and the third — tl:'.

7 ho man who found It was 
Darrell C. Tomlinson, senior engineer at 
Parkland.

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President's neck, cmrrged at high velocity on 
a course that was taking It directly Into the 
middle of the automobile, and then vanished 

without a trace. 

Or we can complicate ma.tcis even further, 
as some do. by adding a second ash. sain, who 
fires almost simultaneously with Oswald, and 
whose bullet travels miraculously a trajec- 
tory Identical with Oswald's, and that second 
arre-s-in. too. vanishes without a tiace. Dif- 
ficult to believe as the single bullet theory 
may be, it seems to be the 1c ist difficult of 
all those that are available. In the end. like 
the Commission, vc are persuaded that a 
ringle bullet wounded both President Ken- 
nedy end Governor Connally. 

The Warren Report's contention that there . 
was only one a sas. ' n rciis on the conviction 
that alt the wounds sufiered by both men j 
were Inflicted by no more than three shots, j 
fired from behind and al»ove them. We have t 
heard Captain Humes, as well as ether doc- 
tors and experts. We have looked hard at 
the single bullet theory. The cue is a strong . 
one. 

There is not a single Item of hard evidence 
for a second assa-sln. No wound that can be 
attributed to him. No cne who saw him, al- 
though he would have been firing in full 
view*of a crowded plaza. No bullets. No cart- 
ridge cares. Nothing tangible. 

Ii ti c demands of certainty that are made 
up- n the Commission were ppp’.icd to Its 
crit'es. the theory of a second assassin 
would vanish before It was spoken. 

As. for the Governor, he row concedes 
he mirht have b'en struck by the bullet 
that pu t ce rt the Prr-idcr.t's threat. And our 
own Investigation me ncs It linely that the 
bullet was the recoi cl, end not the first, 
that O .'.'aid f.rcrt. T.iC Govcr-rr's objections, 
which were the ir.o-.t troubling of nil. now 
disc :<!■ ear. CES MV.'S roicHU-J, therefore, 
that 6 -Wald w.s the sole assassm. 

But was he truly alone? Or were there 
other.. Ill dark s'r rt- 's. behind him. co-auth- 
ors of a plot In which Oswald was cast as a 
tri.'rtrman? Tomorrow we will look Into 
th-' c charges, ai d cojrcern ourselves with 
Officer Tlppit’. with jack Ruby, and the 
murky cccmm'.s and strange personages In- 
troduced lute tl-.e ca r by Disirict Attorney 
Jim Carriton In Ncv.' Orleans.
